Civilians Throw Big 
Victory Ball Tonite 

Final plans are in- order for the Anza Civilian Victory 
Bond Ball to be held tonight at the Riverside Municipal Audi¬ 
torium. Dancing starts at 2030. This affair is entirely free to 


from New York, New Jersey, 
Delaware and Pennsylvania lis¬ 
ten to that solemn speech every 
day at Fort Dix, NJ, Uncle Sam’s 
largest separation center, and it’s 
one of the few speeches no soldier 
ever sleeps through. The farewell 
talk from the brass to the GI, 
is followed immediately by the 
formal dispensing of those long- 
anticipated discharge papers. 

The same process going on at 
Dix is working at 25 other Army 
separation centers, but Dix leads 
them all in total number of en¬ 
listed men, officers, and Wacs 
discharged. 

4000 a Day 

“Once, when things were the 
other way around, we inducted 
2200 men one day and thought 
we had a record,” Dix’s PRO, 
Maj. George B. Paul, said. “Now 
we’re on the verge of discharg¬ 
ing 4000 men every 24 hours.” 

The system at Dix, basically 
the same at all separation centers, 
is to start each soldier on the 
road to becoming a civilian before 
they finish shaking his hand. As 
soon as they hit Dix’s Reception 
Station, soldiers eligible for dis¬ 
charge are shuttled over to the 
Initial Receiving Point — IRP 
to the trade — where their rec¬ 
ords are taken, they are assigned 
to companies, and where all sur¬ 
plus clothing is taken from them. 

Following this is a period 
which brings more gripes than 
any ‘ other. It’s a period of in¬ 
activity, until the soldier’s name 
is put on a roster. 

“Some times it takes just a few 
hours, and again it may take 
several days,” Maj. Paul said. “It 
all depends on how many men 
are waiting to be processed.” 

3 Shifts at Once 

Officials at the Separation 
Center are agreed that the pro¬ 
cess functions most smoothly 
when 12,000 men are going 
through* discharge procedures — 
3 groups of 4000 each. While one 
group is starting out, another is 
half-way through, and the last 
group is receiving discharge pap¬ 
ers. Under this method work

72 Anza GIs, 
POWs, Hope 
For Discharges 

Regardless of their point scores 
72 Station Complement GIs are 
due for an early return to civilian 
life under the War Department’s 
ruling last week that soldiers who 
were held as prisoners of war 
for more than 60 days Are now 
eligible for discharge. 

These former POW’s have 
prisoners of war terms varying 
from two to 15 months. In ad¬ 
dition there are 10 other GIs 
stationed here with less than two 
months time in enemy hands. 

Prisoners of war must have 
completed their rehabilitation 
program or be able to meet phy¬ 
sical requirements for discharge, 
the WD ruled.

While waiting for their names 
to be placed on rosters, soldiers 
hang around their barracks, play 
poker, take in an afternoon or 
evening movie at one of the post’s 
7 theaters, or play basketball at 
the sports arena. No passes are 
issued. 

“You got to be careful where 
you are, though,” Cpl. Michael 
Pignataro, 84-point dischargee 
from Brooklyn, said. “When they 
call out those rosters, sometimes 
they catch you by surprise, and 
you’ll be at the movies. Then 
you’re out of luck.” 

When he made the above « re¬ 
mark, Pignataro was sweating 
out his 2d roster, listening at¬ 
tentively near a loudspeaker. 

Takes 48 Hours 

Once GIs make that roster, 
they’re assured of, becoming civ¬ 
ilians within 48 hours. In quick 
order, they go through a final 
orientation (to learn how civil¬ 
ians are supposed to act), receive 
vocational counselling, a physical 
exam, sign their signatures on 
discharge papers, have a new 
clothing issue and a final clothing 
showdown, receive back pay, 
travel pay, and $100 of their mus- 
tering-out pay, hear that final 
talk, grab their discharge papers 
and take off on the double for 
home. 

Some of those matters can’t be 
dismissed that easily, however. 
Consider, for instance, that voc¬ 
ational counselling. The soldier, 
with a job counselor to aid him, 
fills out WD Form No. 100, which 
lists his occupational history, 
both in the Army and out. This, 
separation officials say, will come 
in handy to show prospective em¬ 
ployers. Then a card is mailed to 
the vet’s previous employer, giv¬ 
ing him news of the discharge. 
At this point, the counselor takes 
on a Mr. Anthony air. He takes 
care of any awards and decora¬ 
tions the soldier may have earn¬ 
ed but did not receive. Also, if 
the out-bound soldier has any 
questions about jobs, insurance, 
or the GI Bill of Rights, he 
springs them here. A civilian 
employe from the U. S. Employ¬ 
ment Service is in the office to 
help him, too. 

And then there’s the physical 
exam — it’s probably more 
thorough than any the soldier 
ever received before in the Army. 
The center can give medical dis¬ 
charges, and if the doctors think 
a soldier belongs in a hospital, in 
a hospital he goes, points and all. 

Some of the other matters are 
easy enough — like signing the 
discharge papers and getting un¬ 


der wear, socks, shoes, overcoat, 
and a suit of sun tans and anoth¬ 
er suit of ODs. Six enlisted men 
in this department have jobs that 
make people blink. Masculine 
“seamstresses,” they each sit be¬ 
hind a sewing machine and sew 
on those honorable discharge em¬ 
blems as the prospective vets 
pass in review. 

$50 on the Line 

As far as the demobilization pay 
is concerned, 50 bucks is paid off 
in cash and the rest by check. 
That’s to discourage the sharks 
who’re waiting at the camp gates 
for those green civilians. 4 

The final talk isn’t long—onl® 
a couple of minutes — but it 
seems like a year to men with 
their eyes on their discharge 
papers. At Dix, the prepared 
speech formerly commented upon 
“what a stupendous job it was to 
create an Army of approximately 
8,000,000 men. Many mistakes 
have been made.” Recently, they 
decided that was too strong, so 
they now omit the word “many.” 

When they receive those dis¬ 
charge papers, many of the men 
just stand with their eyes wide. 
S-Sgt. Glenn Williams, a 79-point¬ 
er from Johnson City, NY, kept 
his eyes fastened on his papers 
and muttered “I’m bewildered.” 

Williams is no exception to the 
rule. Everyone is always bewild¬ 
ered. CNS.
